If 
the firſt you are unjuſt} if the latter very weak, 
for that very many among thoſe whom you 
ſo heartily bate are as much tor moderating mat- 
ters as poilible, and more had been ſo, 4d not 
you frighted *em - oui on't, none can witii any 
pretence to mod-ily deny, Who but a Body of 
Men, Members of that Cuurch you loye ſo little, 
have given you as to your Conlciences all the 
eaſe you cou'd deſire ; and if there are {iull fone, 
nay many Hot-heads among 'em, you have Zefti- 
monies enough o' Conſcience to give 'em a Rows 
land for their Oliver. Never was any Party in 
any place in the World for any conſiderable time 
uppermoſt, but they were inclined to preſs hard 
on thoſe beneath *em, never any under, but they 
complain'd of Perſecution. Shew me- any Sek 
here in England that was not for cruſhing all the 
others as a ſort of putredinous Vermin, whenever 
"twas in their power ; a weakneſs perhaps almoſt 
inſeparable from Humane Nature. But with what 
Reaſon or Manners this ſhou'd now be urged, 
and with what Loyalty you can look back be-. 
yond an ACt of Grace (as you uſed formerly to 
urge for your ſelves againſt others) I know not 
who amongſt you is Cafuiſt enough to reſolve 
me. You tell us rhey dinn'd all Ezrope, with 
their 7rifling Aflitions, and Trifling —_— : 
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and wou'd not let the then Prince of Orange alone, 
till he came over to redreſs them? But how 'far 
does Teſtimony here outrun both Truth and Mo- 
deſly ? I ask, Was it only they. who invited the 
Prince over ? You do them a great Honour ? were 
thoſe Grievances only Trifling ones which he came 
to redreſs ? . where's your Sence, Truth, Civi- 
lity and Loyalty ? I always thought, and fo did 
all Zarope, that 'twas the common Caufe of Re- 


ligion and Liberty, no Trifling things, was then 


in the higheſt danger, and that the then Prince, 
our now gracious Soveraign, who ufes not-to un- 
dertake ſuch Enterprizes' on Trifiivg Reafons, was 
ſent, like an Arm from Heaven to fave 4oth when 
Juſt ſinking, as. his Declaration told the World. 
If he did not come to faſten every Pix or Nail in 
Canterbury or Lambeth, he came at leaſt to ſecure 
the main P:/ars and Beams of their Roofs, as he 
has often ſince aſſured 'em ; not to pull 'em all down 


as flat as the Hugonots Temples in France, as no- 
doubt, Teſtimony / you expeRed and deſired, and 


as you are, fo there's no fear but you will fill 
be deceiv'd in your ExpeQations. Your angry 
Imputation that they would willingly have ſwal- 
low'd a Toleration for the Papiſts, if that cou'd 
have been had without eaſing the Diſſenters, is 
fo far from having any ground, that the con- 
trary. is notorious, both from matter of Fatt 
and common Reaſon.
